With new members and the few renewals we received 
from our reminder notice, we now have 649 members. 
Again, about 40% of our 1981 and 82 membership did 
not renew for 1983. Our 1983 dues reminder notices 
producec only a very few renewals, nowhere near the 
one hundred or so that we expected. In comparison 
with other societies, a 60% renewal rate is not too 
bad although, I must admit, I am not happy with it. 
We are starting to see more interest in our club at 


the shows where we have representatives. This is 
particularly true at the numismatic shows. For exam- 
ple, we signed up 16 new members at IPMS ‘83. We 


would have done very well at NAPEX '83 if we had been 
able to get a table. If you are going to be at a 
stamp or numismatic exhibition in the future, please 
consider arranging for the SCCS to have a promotional 
table and meeting there. Just let Robin Ellis know 
about it so he can pass the information to our other 
members, through the Journal. Lastly, all of you, 
please take it upon yourself to sign up one member 
for the SCCS this year. It would be great to see our 
society over 1,000 members strong. (Editor note: Mem- 
bership number 1000 should be issed within the next 
45 days.) 


Vern Potter (SCCS 417) tells me that the SCCS auction 
in the last Journal did much better than previous 
auctions. Those of you who are looking for certain 
cards or want to sell some cards should give the SCCS 
auctions another look. There is a 10% donation from 
the sale of each lot which goes to the SCCS treasury. 
If you are worried about not getting enough for your 
card, you can put a minimum bid on it. With more and 
more members using the auctions, everyone in the club 
should consider using them. 


Vern suggested to me that I pull together the SCCJ 
numbering system from the various issues of the SCJ 
and put them into a booklet. Many of the members are 
having problems using the system because of it being 
scattered throughout previous Journals. Consequently, 
I have updated the "forerunner" cards, and have added 
it to the other numbering systems for BEP, USPS, SO 
(Semi-official), UNPA, and ASDA souvenir cards which 
are complete through 1982. These have been compiled 
and are now being typed. Vern will then print the 
complete numbering system and make it available to 
all SCCS members for a charge of $4 a copy. Any 
profits will go to the SCCS.

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ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS TO THE SCCS LISTING 
OF EARLY EXHIBITION AND PRINTERS UNION 
SOUVENIR CARDS

(SCCS 1) 


The Summer 1981 and 1982 issues of the SOUVENIR CARD 
JOURNAL contain the initial listings of souvenir 
cards issued since before the turn of the century 
both by the BEP and the International Plate Printers, 
Die Stampers and Engravers Union of North America. 
With the passage of time and extensive research, 
there are quite a few additions and corrections to 
the two previous listings. The additions and correc- 
tions in this listing are meant to be added to the 
previous listings as well as to replace some of the 
listings that were incomplete or inaccurate. Numbers 
that have been altered will be listed at the end of 
this article. Admittedly, a series of three list- 
ings, each with additions and corrections is quite 
confusing. Consequently, Vern Potter and myself are 
planning to put together a pamphlet with the complete 
SCCS numbering system to date. This pamphlet will 
contain the complete SCCS numbering system for the 
"Forerunner," BEP, USPS, UNPA, Semi-official, ASDA, 
and APS souvenir cards. In addition, an attempt to 
supply current prices for all these cards will be 
included. These pamphlets will be made available to 
the entire SCCS membership for a nominal fee (See 
Vern Potter's article elsewhere in this issue). The 
purpose of the pamphlet will be to centralize the 
SCCS numbering system, currently scattered throughout 
nine issues of the SCJ. We hope, also, that most of 
the members will purchase the pamphlet so that they 
can use the SCCS numbering system in their letters, 
orders and ads. It will also serve as a price quide 
for 1983, until James Bruns comes out with his 
updated catalog with the SCCS system in 6-12 months. 
Please use the SCCS numbering system! 


It should be noted that the Printer's Union has_ had 
several different names over the years as there were 
organizational changes. The following information 
was provided by Angelo LoVecchio (SCCS 309), the last 
of the union "historians." The "International" was 
organized as the NATIONAL STEEL AND COPPER PLATE 
PRINTERS UNION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA in 
1893. It was later chartered by the A. F. of L. in 
1898. In 1901, the Canadian Printers Unions joined 
and the name was changed to the INTERNATIONAL STEEL 
AND COPPER PLATE PRINTERS UNION OF NORTH AMERICA. 
The Die Stampers Union joined in 1921, creating the 
INTERNATIONAL PLATE PRINTERS & DIE STAMPERS UNION OF 
NORTH AMERICA. The Engravers Union joined the 
"International" in 1925. Five years later, the union 
changed its name to the present title: THE INTER- 
NATIONAL PLATE PRINTERS, DIE STAMPERS & ENGRAVERS 
UNION OF NORTH AMERICA. Hence, many of the earlier 
Union cards and books have varying names depending on 
the status of the organization. 


Again, this listing is incomplete as many of these 
cards and booklets remain to be discovered. [Each 


_printed over the years. 


item is numbered with the prefix "F" for "forerunner" 
and the number, which is the year that item was 
issued. Capital letters are used after the number to 
differentiate separately issued items during the same 
year. Following this, small letters are used to 
separate out the different cards or plates within a 
single book or booklet. Such a system will prevent 
the listing from becoming obsolete as additional 
"forerunners" come to light. New discoveries can be 
added to the list without having to make many changes 
in the numbering’ system. Unfortunately, new 
information and research will, on _ occasion, 
necessitate changing the numbers on a few items. 
Should any of our readers have "forerunners" not 
listed in the SCCS listing, I'd like to hear from 
them. In order for me to list the "forerunner," I 
must have photocopies with measurements and the 
colors of each card. I know of Union booklets from 
1900, 1901, 1909, 1910, 1912, 1916, 1923, 1925, 1939, 
1952, and 1977 but am unable to list at this time due 
to lack of information. 


In addition, the BEP issued souvenir cards at the 
following expositions: 1904 Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition in St. Louis, 1910 Ohio Valley Exposition 
in Cincinnati, 1910 U.S. Land and Irrigation 
Exposition in Chicago, 1930 International Exposition 
in Seville, Spain, 1930 Aeronautical Exhibition in 
Dallas, 1931 Smithsonian Institution Exhibition, 1933 
Century of Progress Exhibition, 1935 San Diego 
Exposition, 1936 Texas Centennial Exposition in 
Dallas and 1939 New York World's Fair. 
Unfortunately, starting with the 1930 Aeronautical 
Exhibition, the BEP records are unclear whether 
souvenir cards were issued or if just special 
exhibits were prepared by the BEP. I am unable to 
list these items with numbers as I have yet to see 
them. Undoubtedly, other Exposition and Union cards 
exist; those that I am able to list are shown below.

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PROPOSAL: AN SCCS READY REFERENCE MANUAL 


Vern Potter 
(SCCS 417) 


During the preparation of the SCCS quarterly auction, 
it was found that an incredible amount of time was 
being spent researching the SCCS numbers ffor the 
auction lots submitted by some of the consignors. 
This was brought about by the practice of reviewing 
each lot upon receipt for its condition, description, 
and SCCS number. In order to do this it was neces- 
sary to thumb through several issues of the SCCS 
Journal to find a particular listing that was needed. 
In an effort to reduce the frustration of determining 
which series of souvenir cards was presented in a 
particular issue of the Journal, I elected to photo- 
copy and paste together the various tabulations and 
their updatings to form a single notebook volume. 
This worked very successfully but required a fair 
amount of time and expense to pull it all together. 


This raised the possiblity that other members of the 
Society may have had a similar problem or may not 
have obtained all of the back issues of the Journal 
that are necessary to create a complete listing of 
all of the card numbering series. It was presumed 
that many of the members would be interested in 
obtaining a complete updated listing of all of the 
numbering systems, if one could be made available. 
Since this material has been previously published in 
the SCCS Journal, Curt Radford, Editor of the Journal 
during that period, was contacted to determine if it 
would be acceptable to compile this material into a 
single package and to make these new listings availa- 
ble to interested members. 


Curt said that he had been intending to pull 
everything together into a single volume for some 
time but that he had not had time to yet do so. He 
further stated that he anticipates updating several 
of the lists in the near future and would welcome 
someone undertaking the compilation of all of the 
various separate lists. With these words. of 
encouragement, the task has been started! It is 
planned to update, streamline, and compile all of the 
previously published material and to incorporate 
Curt's latest findings and modifications. 


The initial tabulation is estimated to be 20 to 25 
pages in length. The sheets will be quality photo- 
copies 8 1/2 x 11 inches, capable of being inserted 
into a loose leaf binder, or any binder the purchaser 
wishes to use. Unpunched sheets will be provided 
unless three-hole-punched sheets are specifically 
requested. 


The completely updated compilation of the SCCS 
numbering system will be made available to all inter- 
ested parties for the nominal fee of $4.00, postpaid. 
It is currently planned to make annually updated 
sheet sets available to initial purchasers, incorpo- 
rating modifications and additions generated during 
the preceding year. The cost of these supplement 
issues will be determined at that time but are 
presently envisioned to cost approximately $1.00 per 
set.

The months of May and June saw a surge in activity in 
souvenir cards in the Washington, D. C. area. 


Postal Service Card for German Immigration 


The first event actually took place in late April. 
The Postal Service card for the German immigration 
joint stamp issue (featuring an artist's conjectured 
image of the ship "Concord" was released on 29 April 
in Germantown, PA, a section of Philadelphia. This 
card was originally scheduled for issuance in early 
May, but the date was moved up a week. According to 
some reports, this was done to allow German Postal 
Administration officials to attend First Day of Issue 
ceremonies in both the U.S. and West Germany (the 
German stamp was released on 5 May, as scheduled). As 
USPS cards go, the German immigration card is 
reasonably attractive, but the green and olive shades 
of the pictured stamps give it a somewhat dull 
appearance. 


USPS Card for Tembal '83 


On 21 May the Postal Service issued a card for Tembal 
'83, an international philatelic exhibition held 21- 
29 May in Basel, Switzerland. The card features an 
enlarged reproduction of the 20¢ Columbia Jays 
Airmail stamp Scott C71, and an embossed reproduction 
of the Basel dove stamp used in that city before the 
Swiss Confederation began to issue stamps. AQ proof 
of the dove stamp, from the collection of the 
Smithsonian Institutuion, was used as a model for the 
illustration on the Tembal card. This resulted in a 
difference between the shade of blue in _ the 
background of the reproduction and the shade on the 
actual stamp. The blue in the stamp is more of a 
pale blue than the green-blue or aqua of the proof, 
which is used in the illustration on the card. 


Medal of Honor Card 


In June, other organizations joined in the card 
issuing activity. On 10 June, the Washington, D.C. 
local of the International Plate Printers, Die 
Stampers, and Engravers Union released its Medal of 
Honor card for the NAPEX '83 philatelic exhibition. 
(See Spring 1983 SCJ for more on this card.) 
Printing totals were announced as slightly less than 
2,000 cards. In addition to selling the Medal of 
Honor card, the Plate Printers representatives 
demonstrated the workings of a hand-operation press 
at the show, pulling proofs off an engraved plate 
loaned by the American Bank Note Company. The proofs 
featured seven eagles in various "poses." A total of 


67 of these were reportedly made, with none available 
for sale until the last day of the show. They were 


of fered at $25.00 each, with a limit of one to a 
customer. 


TEXANEX-TOPEX 


On Friday, June 17, the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing released its first philatelic card of 1983 


for TEXANEX-TOPEX, a show held 17-19 June in Sen 
Antonio, Texas, This card depicts an engraved block 
of four of Scott 776, the Texas Independence Commemo- 
rative of 1936, as well as an enlarged reproduction 
of Scott 1660, the Texas State Flag stamp of 1976, 
Activity at the Bureaus’ Visitors Center was very 
light, well below the crowds and the interest gener- 
ated when the first cards and cancels were available 
there in 1980 and 1981. 


Postal Service Activity 


In the Spring SCJ, we noted that the Postal Service 
seemed to be attempting to stimulate wider interest 
in souvenir cards among stamp collectors. This 
conclusion can be attributed in part to the 
increasing incidence of cards with official first 
days of issue in the U.S. (most cards for foreign 
shous not being available in the U.S. until at least 
one day after their release overseas), The first and 
second National Stamp Collecting Month cards, in 1981 
and 1982, marked the first time in over five years 
that USPS cards were issued to note domestic events, 
The U,S.-Sweden and U.S.-German immigration cards 
were officially released in the U.S. in conjunction 
with philatelic first days. (For non-philatelists, 
we should explain that the Postal Service first 
issues a stamp in a "First Day City"; not until the 
day after the "First Day" it is available in Post 
Offices around the country.) Some stamp and cover 
collectors, not normally involved in collecting 
souvenir cards, were exposed to these joint issue 
cards by virtue of their release in the U.S. in 
conjunction with philatelic first days; this will 
help broaden the appeal of philatelic cards. While 
on the subject of collector appeal, it is noteworthy 
that the two joint-issue cards are experiencing 
strong interest in their respective European issue 
countries. The Swedish Treaty card is said to be 
extremely popular in Sweden, due partly to the 
absence of any similar item from Swedish Post Office 
stocks. The German immigration card is popular in 
Germany, although it does compete to some extent with 
the German Postal Administration's "Ersttagsblatte," 
which are similar to cancelled cards but lack illus- 
trations. In addition, privately produced souvenir 
cards are available in Germany. 


Current Plans 


The latter part of the summer is to see considerable 
souvenir card activity. Scheduled are Postal Service 
cards for Brasiliana '83 in Rio de Janeiro (29 July - 
7 August) and Bangkok '83 in Thailand (4 - 13 
August). The BEP card to note the ANA Convention in 
San Diego is scheduled to debut on 16 August. Then, 
in October, the Postal Service will mark National 
Stamp Collecting Month and the BEP will release a 
card for the Philatelic Show in Boston. There are no 
joint-issue cards presently scheduled for release in 
1984.

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The 1981 "“Embarkation of the Pilgrims" Union 
Convention card above was purposely side-lighted to 
show detail of the operator and press in the lower 
left corner. This card was "double bumped" 
(embossed) in the normal position, amd was 
subsequently bronze printed. The other "bump" was 
shifted to the left 17mm (about 11/16"), and was not 
bronze printed. Precise printing details on Union 
cards are not available since repeated attempts to 
correspond with the PPDS & EU office have met with 
negative results. At the present time this card is 
believed to be the only one in existence.

We illustrate an interesting variety on the 1973 BEP- 
ANA Boston card B 24, This card was produced by a 
combination of the offset (text) and intaglio 
(vignette) printing processes. All the black 
printing (text, heading, etc.) was printed first, 
followed by the intaglio impression. Note that the 
text is correctly centered (right to left), and that 
the currency vignette is shifted Smm to the left 
(about 3/8"). This, obviously, was a result of the 
card being misaligned when the vignette was printed. 
Vignette shifts of this type generally surface with 
the degree of shift ranging from slight to the 
immediately noticeable, as here, and are by no means 
considered rare. The Bureau, of course, would have 
destroyed it during production, if it had been 
noticed.

MAIL BID AUCTION 


SUMMER 1983 MAIL BID AUCTION 


The closing of this quarter's auction was completed 
on schedule. Although the closing was purposely 
delayed for a few extra days to accommodate any late 
bidders, none were forthcoming. Allin all this 
auction must be viewed as successful; a total of 
nineteen bidders participated (still too few in this 
writer's opinion) with an aggregate of 138 bids being 
submitted and the sale of 68 lots. Good competition 
was seen for a number of lots, with multiple bids 
being received. Lot 103 took top honors this time 
with six bids being received. This was followed 
closely by lots 22, 44, and 72 with five bids each 
and lots 25, 27, 30, 32, and 82 with four bids each. 
This may give some prospective consigners a clue as 
to those items that may be popular in future auc- 
tions. It must be noted that two lots received bids 
that were considered unacceptably low by the Auction 
Manager and were, therefore, rejected. This is a 
situation where it is felt that, in order to protect 
the interests of the consigners, the minimum accept- 
able bid for a given lot should be on the order of 
the minimum wholesale value of the consigned cards. 
If the membership-at-large feel this should be 
changed, let us hear from you. 


A second area of procedural consideration has been 
presented by a “member. Specifically, it was 
requested that we evaluate the possibility of a 
bidder making payments in installments on _ the 
purchase of high dollar value items. The proposal 
basically states that on lots that have a value in 
excess of, let's say $500, the bidder would be 
allowed to present a bid contingent upon’ the 
consigner being willing to allow the bidder to pay 
for the lot, as an example, in three separate, con- 
sective monthly payments, which represent the total 
of the bid submitted. This approach would be en- 
tirely at the option of the consigner. The payment 
of funds would be to the Auction Manager who would 
act as an escrow for both the funds and the auction 
lot involved. Upon full payment of the agreed-upon 
funds, the lot would be sent to the bidder and funds 
transferred to the consigner. This would be restric- 
ted to single lots over $500 in value, not the sum of 
two or more lots. This seems like a reasonable 
approach to help bring together buyer and seller of 
these higher-priced items. It would, however, 
require the cooperation of all of the parties who 
participate in such an undertaking. Let us hear from 
you with your reaction to this proposal so we can 
better service the auction participants. 


Consignment of material for future auctions is a 
constant problem. If it were not for the large 
number of lots sent by one consigner in each of the 
auctions presented to date, the selection of material 
would have been sparse. We would hope that the 
success rate of the material sold would spur those 
members on who have been waiting to send their 
material to see what happens in the early auctions. 
If we are to keep the auction as a feature for the 
Journal for the benefit of all of the members-at- 


large, WE NEED MORE CONSIGNERS! For that matter, WE 
NEED MORE BIDDERS AS WELL! Consigners are requested 
to submit their material at the earliest possible 
date in order tc facilitate integration of the 
material into the next auction. 


The Summer '83 Auction brings to the prospective 
bidder a wide variety and number of fine lots to be 
reviewed. Please look them over very carefully and 
mail your bids early.

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NAPEX '83—A SOUVENIR CARD COLLECTOR'S HAVEN 


NAPEX '83 was held in Arlington, VA 10-12 June, 
1983 at the Twin Bridges Marriott hotel. Gone are 
the days that the souvenir card enthusiast was 
treated like a leper as he went from dealer to dealer 
asking for souvenir cards. Indeed, many of the 
dealers at the show had some stock of cards for sale. 
Those who did not, regretted it, as they were 
bombarded with requests for them. Several dealers 
joined our organization at the show. The largest 
offering of souvenir cards at the show was at the 
table of "Bonanza," headed by Kathleen Johnson. She 
offered a wide range of mint & cancelled souvenir 
cards as well as a considerable amount of "fore- 
runner" material at reasonable prices. 


The souvenir card collectors turned out in numbers as 
well. This was quite evident by the constant 
gathering of card collectors around the table of the 
Plate Printers Union; most of the collectors were 
SCCS members. Those who were not, were given member- 
ship applications and encouraged to join. Why such a 
flock around the Union table? The Washington local 
of the International Plate Printers, Die Stampers & 
Engravers Union of North America had available two 
intaglio-printed souvenir cards for the show. They 
issued a very fine card featuring the Medal of Honor 
with the NAPEX '83 logo at the bottom. Only 2,000 
copies were printed, with both the Union and NAPEX 
people selling out their stocks of them by the end of 
the show. Perhaps 100 copies remained unsold that the 
Union retained for future use. Quite a few card 
collectors had the card show cancelled with a match- 
ing Medal of Honor stamp or with other thematic 
stamps. Either mint or cancelled, the Medal of Honor 
card should prove to a good investment as few were 
printed and they were distributed well, with no one 
getting hoards of them to dump on the market at a 
later date. The Union also prepared 25 special book- 
lets with six progressive color proofs of the Medal 
of Honor card inside. These were either given to 
show dignitaries or sold for $100 each. The SCCS was 
given a copy which will appear in the Society auction 
in 6-12 months to raise money for the club; all of 
the booklets were either presented or sold. 


Perhaps an even bigger attraction for card collectors 
was the presence of a 100-year old spider hand press 
at the Union table. On this press, Union members 
Bob Vass (SCCS 895), Mike Bean (SCCS 278) and Sey- 
mour Berry (SCCS 504; Past-Director, BEP) printed 
souvenir proof cards throughout the show. This card 
featured vignettes of seven different eagles intag- 
lio-printed in black ink on a large card. It was 
printed from an ABNC plate used in their 1977 Annual 
Report. A total of sixty-seven of the cards were 
printed, with two of them in multicolor, but were not 
sold until the last day of the show. A very small 
number (3 or 4) were cancelled with the show cancel. 
The Union put a lot of time and effort into printing 
the Medal of Honor cards and setting up the press. 


Profits on the card are to be donated to the Bureau 
Issues Association. These Union members deserve a 
lot of credit in helping to promote and educate 
people in the art of intaglio printing; in the pro- 
cess, the Union does a lot to increase interest in 
the field of souvenir card collecting. Indeed, the 
Union has offered to print a souvenir card for the 
SCCS in the next year for our big meeting to be held 
at a large philatelic or numismatic exhibition. 


During NAPEX '83, the SCCS held one of its regional 
meetings. This was held on Sunday, 12 June at 1 p.m, 
Twelve SCCS members and two non-members were in 
attendance. The SCCS members who were there included: 
Barry Fox, Bernard Baum, Angelo LoVecchio, Michael 
Bean, Doug Holl, Russell Stephens, Orno Winard, Otto 
Peters, Bruce Greenland, Kathleen Johnson, Joseph 
Clarke, and Curt Radford. It was an informal meet- 
ing, but a lively one. Curt Radford, SCCS President, 
discussed problems the Society faces and plans for 
the future. The problem of the late delivery of the 
Journal by the USPS was mentioned. It was noted that 
about 1% of our Journals mailed never get delivered. 
The USPS position appears to be there is nothing we 
can do about it. Ways of improving the SCCS auctions 
were also discussed. Plans were made for SCCS par- 
ticipation at BALPEX '83. Curt Radford talked about 
the SCCS writing up bylaws in the not-too-distant- 
future for presentation to the membership. At the 
end of the meeting there was a "show and tell" ses- 
sion. Barry Fox showed members one of three known 
copies of an uncut sheet of four of the 1965 Washing- 
ton Scenes or "City of Washington" card (F 1965A). 
After this, Curt Radford demonstrated many examples 
of early BEP exposition, inaugural, memorial, and 
Union "forerunner" souvenir cards. The meeting con- 
cluded after a brief swap session. 


NAPEX '83 was a successful show, particularly for 
souvenir card enthusiasts. The show is, 
unfortunately, held at a very poor location; and with 
the Society tables ona separate floor from the 
bourse. In addition, the bourse and exhibits are 
spread out over two rooms. Many people had a_ hard 
time finding their way to the show. Discussions were 
held with a NAPEX official about the possibility of 
the SCCS holding its big convention meeting there in 
1984. Surprisingly enough, they appeared less than 
interested in our participation and could not 
guarantee us a table even a year in advance. It 
seemed they considered the SCCS small peanuts and 
that we would have to take whatever meeting times and 
table they could give us. Lastly, they were quite 
vocal about the possibility of the Union doing next 
year's card for the SCCS to be issued at NAPEX, 
wanting the card for themselves. With such attitudes 
by the NAPEX chairman and the poor location of the 
show, the SCCS may never hold its annual meeting and 
convention at NAPEX.

Additional delay may result 
because of other, more pressing demands on staff and 
time.

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COLLECTING AUTOGRAPHED SOUVENIR CARDS 


Paul K. Carr 
(SCCS 299) 


Many collectors are interested in Souvenir Cards 
embellished with stamps, show cachets, and postal 
cancellations which somehow make their cards more 
unique. As a collector of Souvenir Cards and 
autographs, I believe a combination of the two make 
not only provocative, but interesting, collectibles. 


Living near Washington, D.C., I purchase my cards 
from the Visitors Center at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. Starting with the vignette cards, I 
choose those cards having vignettes depicted on our 
currency. These I have signed by Treasurers and 
Secretaries of the Treasury since their signatures 
have appeared in printed form on the original 
currency. 


You will find that all former Treasurers and 
Secretaries as being most kind in furnishing their 
autograph. I always mail my cards to home addresses, 
include a letter as to why I would appreciate their 
signature, and enclose a self-addressed stamped 
envelope for return to me. Home addresses quarantee 
better success in obtaining authentic signatures. 
All of us are aware of secretarial forgeries 
(authorized of course!) and mechanical pen signa- 
tures. These can be avoided by using home addresses 
and waiting until the current holders leave office 
(leaving their government owned mechanical en 


signers at the office). Addresses can be obtained by 
looking in your local library for a current copy of 
"Who's Who." Along with a current biography, you 
will find a home address listed. 


The possibilities of signed cards are endless. I've 
seen vignette cards signed by Presidents, Supreme 
Court members, First Ladies, even Bureau designers 
and engravers. At the recent NAPEX show in 
Baltimore, Maryland I picked up a prized possession 
by having a card printed and autographed by the Plate 
Printers Union President, Robert Vass. He in turn 
showed me another that he obtained that was printed 
and signed by Seymour Berry, former Director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


Signatures on cards of deceased persons can sometimes 
be purchased at a reasonable rate from autograph 
dealers. Check the "Yellow Pages" or hobby-type 
magazines for addresses of dealers and ask for a 
current list of available autographs. 


The collecting of signed cards is only limited to 
your imagination, your willingness to write a 


courteous letter, and the effort to spend the time on 
your collection.

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NEW ISSUES, NOTES, AND DISCOVERIES 


Herb Meisels (SCCS 3) 


All the United States issues for 1983 have been 
enumerated in the Spring issue of the SCJ. The 
United States Postal Service TEMBAL '83 souvenir card 
is very attractive. The vignette of the "Basel Dove" 
was modeled after an original 311; an illustration of 
the card is shown as Figure 1. Unlike the souvenir 
card issued for the Tricentennial of German 
Immigration to the United States, which is bilingual 
(German and English), the TEMBAL '83 is printed only 
in German (the population of Basel is German-speaking 
although the official languages are of Switzerland 
are French, German and Italian.) For those 
philatelists in our group who actually write-up their 
collections, as contrasted with the "fill-up the 
White Ace pages" contingent, a partial translation of 
the German follows: 


"The United States Postal Service calls atten- 
tion to TEMBAL '83, the 1983 International Exhibition 
of Thematic Philately, at Basel, Switzerland, with 
the issuance of this souvenir card. Birds have long 
been used to symbolize the swift and efficient car- 
riage of mails. In recognition of the symbolic and 
artistic use of bird designs on postage stamps, we 
have chosen to reproduce on this commemorative card 
two well-known stamps which portray birds." 


"Reproduced in the top right segment of the card is 
what many consider to have been the first bird stamp 
ever issued. It was selected for reproduction here 
because this major philatelic gathering is being held 
in the home city of the celebrated "Dove of Basel." 
Reproduced at top left on the card is the 1967 U.S. 
Stamp issued for use on international mail to Europe 
The design features "Columbia Jays" by American 
artist John James Audubon." 


The card is signed by the U.S. Postmaster General 
William F. Bolger. 


In addition to the card issued by USPS for the Swiss 
show, Israel, Malta, Sweden and Isle of Man issued 
cards and these were sold exclusively at their re- 
spective show booths. It has been the practice of 
the Swiss Post Office to make presentation items 
(usually black proofs) available at the banquet, but 
I have seen nothing from TEMBAL '83 and would like to 
hear from any reader who has. 


Illustrations from TEMBAL '83 are the USPS souvenir 
card, show-cancelled (actually done at the show as 
contrasted to the USPS CTO cancelled in Washington, 
DC at the "M" Street Postal Station, although their 
cancel reads "Basel"). With the card being Figure 1, 
examples of the three dozen show cancels available at 
TEMBAL are shown as Figure 2.

The design of the BRASILIANA '83 USPS souvenir card 
is illustrated in Figure 3 and a translation of the 
Portugese is as follows: 


"The United States Postal Service is pleased to 
honor BRASILIANA '83 by issuing this philatelic 
souvenir card, In commemoration of this important 
philatelic exhibition being held in Rio de Janeiro in 
honor of the 140th anniversary of the issuance of the 
first Brazilian postage stamp, this souvenir card 
features a reproduction of the famed 30-reis 

Bullseye," one of three denominations issued by 
Brazil on 1 July 1843. These were the first stamps 
issued in the Western Hemisphere.” 


"This BRASILIANA '83 tribute also features a replica 
of the first stamp issued by the United States in 
1847, in honor of George Washington.” 


This card, too, is signed by the PMG, William F. 
Bolger. 


An interesting aspect of US 2 which appears on the 
BRASILIANA card is that it was produced by the en- 
graving firm of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and Edson. The 
designs chosen for the Ben Franklin (US 1) and the 
Washington US 2 stamp were adapted from stock dies 
for $2 and $3 Bank of Manchester (Michigan) notes. 
Now, isn't that a good reason for the mumismatic 
collectors among us to collect this card??? (Herb: 
I'm convinced, and shall get one. Robin.) 


Another fact mot generally known is that Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch and Edson offered to print the first 
U.S. issue in bi-color to make them more difficult to 
counterfeit. The quote was $.25 per 1,000 stamps as 
contrasted with the accepted one-color quote of $.20 
per 1,000 stamps, which was accepted because of the 
five cents saving. 


He HH HR 
There is an impression current with some members of 
SCCS that show cancel souvenir card dealers are 
(almost) a bunch of thieves. Nothing can be further 
from the truth since the show cancels are free, 
Since all the shows are listed months in advance in 
philatelic and numismatic publications (and, inciden- 
tally, in the Spring issue of the SCJ all 1983 issues 
were listed) all a person has to do is send covers to 
the postmaster in the city where the show is (to be) 
held. These covers must carry first-class postage 
(presently $.20). As an example, if you desire show 
cancels for ANA '83, your request should be addressed 
thus: "Postmaster, American Numismatic Association 
Station, San Diego, CA 92108." Your request must be 
timely and it must arrive before the show closes. 


For a USPS cancel on a card at a foreign show, you 
must allow more lead time, and enclose a_ second, 
larger, envelope to ensure that the cover can be 
returned to you once the USPS group returns to 
Washington. (Stiffener in the envelope will preclude 
possible damage to the contents; allow postage costs 
for this.) An example of foreign show servicing is: 
"Servico Postal Dos Estados Unidos, BRASILIANA '83, 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil." 
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While it may be too late to order these covers 
because our Summer issue has been delayed, one can do 
so for all the future issues. They look great, 
mounted with their corresponding souvenir card(s). 
One collector I know uses a copy machine’ to 
reproduce, from an atlas, a map of the geographic 
area where the show is held and makes a cachet from 
same for his cover. If you use imagination, there 
are no limits to the ancillary items that can dress 
up a_ collection. Figure 4 shows a cover I _ had 
cancelled at Interphil '76. 


As far as show cancels on souvenir CardS QOseceees 
limited cancels are now directly available from both 
the BEP and USPS. The Thirteenth Amendment to the 


U.S. Constitution prohibits involuntary servitude, . 


therefore, mo one can expect a show-cancel servicer 
to work for nothing; it is very expensive travelling 
to these shows and, when adding other costs (rooms, 
meals) "very" becomes "extremely." When I started 
many years ago, $8 got you a deluxe hotel room; 
today, $80 won't get the same thing in many cities. 
Of course, one can petition the USPS to give the 
souvenir card collector the same rights as a_ stamp 
collector.......for 30 days after a stamp has been 
issued, the First Day Cover collector can still 
obtain that first-day cancel. Acquisition of the 
mint card from BEP or USPS, timely received, would 
still be needed. If you live in an area which has a 
postal philatelic window, the USPS souvenir cards are 
immediately available to you. So much for the 


complaints of show cancel price-gouging from the 
Chicken Little" fraternity - those who state the sky 
is falling without offering any proof. 


New discovery. I've known that BEP and the U.S. Mint 
have manufactured currency and coinage for foreign 
countries; what I have only recently learned is that 
around 1914 the Bureau engraved souvenir cards with 
portraits of British naval and military personnel 
involved in the "War of 1812." It seems that in 1914 
a proposed U.S. commemorative postage stamp issue was 
scheduled, to mark the one-hundredth anniversary of 
peace between the United States and Great Britain 
(1814-1914). Due to the start of World War I the 
issue was dropped, after master dies had been 
engraved (Figure 5). 


Reviewing some souvenir cards I had acquired sometime 
ago, I found one from BEP of Captain Sir John 
Franklin, Royal Navy (Figure 6). I assume this was 
part of the series of 1914 and would appreciate 
hearing from any reader who has other cards from this 
series. Possibly there may be one on General Andrew 
Jackson, who won a victory over the British at New 
Orleans; other likely subjects are CPT Perry, General 
William Henry Harrison, General Jacob Brown, and 
Francis Scott Key. In addition to the BEP card on 
CPT Franklin, I have also found a card engraved in 
1830 by "Fisher" of this same Captain Franklin 
(Figure 7).
